— BALTIMORE-(AP) - A federally 
firianced survey released Saturday 
found that 62 percent to 80 -percent 
of American l7-ycar-olds demon- 
strated unsatisfactory writing

Despite some recent Improve- 
ments, the 10-ycar study, which also 
tested 9: and l3-year-olds, concluded, 
that American students' writing 
skills remain In dismal shape.
